CHANGES HIS METHODS OF ADVANCE 


Mikado's Leaders Adapt a .Different Method of Procedure

London. Sept. 23.—With an army 


•which Is believed to outnumber great- 
ly the Husslan force, Marshal Oyama 
has begun his forward movement to 
force another groat battle with Kouro- 
patkln. There Is every reason tp be- 
lieve the Japanese are In far better 
circumstances ' than 
their 
enemy. 


Their base, Ylnkow, Is within easy dls 
tnnce of Llao-Ynng. and It IH known 
that Immense quantity's of stores and 
a large number of men have been land 
ed there during the Interval since 
Lino-Yang full. Oyama's reports show 
that the Russian stock of ammunition 
and provisions, depleted by the week 
of fighting, suffered severe Inroads, 
owing to tho quantities which were 
left behind. Therefore the Japanese 
army Is fresher and better equipped. 
' From present Indications the first 
action In tho Mukden battle will be at 
FuKhun.-almost due west of Mukden, 


, where the coal mines are located, on 


•which Kouropntkln must, depend for 
fuel for tho railroad. The cnpttlre of 
this place also Is essential to the turn 
ing movement which tho Japanese 
have used with success in'every battle 
during tho war. 
Fighting may begin 


. there at any time. 


Scout Reports Advance.

Mukden. Sept. 23.—Cnpt. Schubert

.town and compel the Russians to re- 
treat farther north. Tho whole plan 
of the Japanese advance shows a con- 
siderable difference from the opera- 
tions at Llao-Ynng.

The 
government 
Is 
confrontcil 


with" a_ peculiar proposition concern- 
ing the civil service protected em- 
ployes, and some trouble In exper- 
ienced In solving' 
problems which 


time has developed. 


One of the most serious Is tho old 


age problem.' There are thousands 
of men today; on 
the government 


pay roll who . have passed tho. age 
limit and the service Is • 
suffering 


" through Inefficiency In many cases. 


These men Irnru given from 20 to 


20 years to single employment, and 
•while they have been faithful 
but 


few of them have provided tor old 
age. 


A pension has been suggested for 


this class .of employes, but this Is 
not considered practical as the list Is 
growing rapidly and will continue to 
grow so long as the present civil 
ecrvlco nilcs are enforced. 


To prevent employes from grow- 


Ing old In the service another plan 
has been suggested, and that Is to 
limit appointments to ten years, but 
It Is argued that many men are In- 
dispensable to the service after ,tcn 
years experience and It would be a 
loss to remove them. 


Thousands of these employes are 


started at a $000 salary, and If they 
merit promotion, 
advancement fol- 


lows until they reach the 11800 or 
52000 mark. 
Some congressman has 


prepared a bill which provides for 
rumoval after ten roars of service, 
link-as advancement has' 
been se- 


cured. 


This whole trouble grows out 
of 


a. reform that wns start. •<] during the 
first Cleveland I'.eliiiiiiMratlon, 
and 


was one of the 
I-^II-.T, of rils cam- 


paign. 
Civil service lias 
as mauy 


holes In It as a skimmer, and thu 
reptinllcau party will wake up to the 
fact some day and abolish two thirds 
of the system, arid modify' tho bal- 
ance so- as to make It practical. 


The ,best service rendered to any 


employer, whether It be tho govern- 
ment or the 'individual, Is the ser- 
vice that is backed 
by merit, and 


nothing else. . The man who looks 
ahead for a term of years with a 
feeling of security, as civil service 
protected employes do. Is apt to de- 
velop Into a time-saver. 


He may do his work 
In .a half 


hearted slip-shod way, and not bo dis- 
turbed, becausu he Is unaccountable 
to no one but a civil service com- 
mission a thousand miles away, and 
•when negligence Is called to their 
attention they may reach the case 
in six months If not too busy. 


The employer Is too far from the 


employe. There Is too much machin- 
ery mid rod tnpe about the system lo 
command the best service. 


This Is on tho side of the public, 


but how about the 
thousands/ of 


young ntcn who are personally In- 
terested. 
If there Is anything that 


stimulates ambition. It Is the spirit 
that prompts young men to(do their 
best for employers. Tho yo'ung man 
who knows that his position as well 
as hla ftituro depends upon his abil- 
ity to Aider more 
thnn ordinary 


service, Ts the young man who Is In 
tho line of advancement, 
biitS-thc 


government employe 
Is largely de- 


PClved -'of this .Incentive. 


There nro 
many 
departments 


whore tho limit Is close to tho com- 
mencement. Tho man at 150 may be 
stamping letters In the postal service 
at $12 a week after 40 years, exper- 
ience, with but little to show for It 
but gray hnlrs and enfeebled .energy. 
Ho might hotter have 
commenced 


pounding sand at a dollar a day. It 
Is considered a great honor to be 
employed by tho government, and to 
enjoy tho protection 
which 
civil 


service affords, but It Is a mistaken 
notion. The men who have reached 
the age limit have enjoyed the hon- 
or, but If they had 
to live again 


they would seek some channel that of- 
fered more than honor.

In this progressive age 
of rare 


opportunity It would be a blessing 
to thousands of young men In gov- 
ernment employ.

ONLY EIGHT PER CENT. 


The report of the state department 


of labor states that tho membership 
of the American Federation of Labor 
In March was 1,826,1 M, 
which It 


says, Is about three-fourths of the 
total trades union strength in this 
country. This would make the total 
membership of 
labor organizations 


about X400.000 which Is much larger 
than* In England or Germany, says 
the Wall Street Journal. 


But even this great number Is only 


eight per cent of the more than 20,- 
000.000 of persons who. In 1!)01 were

the United States. Therefore of the 
great army of labor only eight per 
cunt belong to trades unions.
